NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—Pre-natal 
hypnosis as a factor in sex control, it 
was announced yesterday, has had a 
remarkably successful demonstration !n 
this city. The subject of the experi- 
ment is Mrs. H. A. Folgen of 29 East 
Sixty-third street. The operating psych- 
ist is Gustav A. Gayer of 131 West Sixty- 
third street, 

Following hypno-suggestion treatment 
that Jasted about a year, the object of 
which was a male child, Mrs. Folgen 
has become the mother of a-boy baby. 
Hie is healthy, well formed, weighs some- 
thing more than ten pounds and awakes.

Doctor Collects His Fee. 

He is just the little creature that his 
faiher hoped for when he engaged Dr. 
(rayer, who took the ease on a con- 
tingent fee. Dr. Gayer pointed with 
pride to a boy and the bill was-:paid. A 
noteworthy feature of the = scientific 
achievement, says the psychist, that 
the subject of the experiment had 
pinned her faith to a daughter, while 
her husband, for reasons not made 
known, desired a son.

Highly combus- 
tible films-are used in the picture ma- 
chines, and there have been nine fires 
Gue to this fact since this form of 
an.usement became popular in St. Louis. 
The booths housing the picture machinew 
were in many imstances near the malty 
crtrance. Many of them had but one 
exit and boys and girls of immature 
}°ars operated the machines. The seats 
consisted of loose chairs. 

The bill provides for the correction 
of these abuses and for the issuance of 
licenses only on the approval of .the 
Bullding Commissioner. The booth con- 
taining the picture machine must not 
he placed between the audience and the 
exits, and it must be constructed of fire- 
proof materia!, with drop doors to close 
the openings, and ventilation pipes lead- 
ing to and through the cetling.

[ do not think it lies in fts entirety in 
Martin Littleton’s portrait of the de- 
fendant as a child born on the border 
line between insanity and genius. 

20th these gentlemen, of course, be- 
lieve in their theories about Thaw. 1 
believe in iiine; and, singulariy, every 
person present in thé ecurtrcom: has in 
his mind a picture of insanity cr de- 
Beneracy or duped stupidity that he has 
constructed and labeleds‘Harry Thaw.’ 
Each juror {in the box doubtless has 
kg Seah picture. Will the composite 
med from these in the final dalibera- 
‘tons of the jury roem be the whole 
truth? I doubt it very much. 

Persons have come into court, looked 
at Thaw a few moments and gone away 
to write that he looked like a degener- 
ate. Others have described him as a 
“lovable youth.” 

He doesn’t seem like either of these 
things to me. In my eyes he-is a tall 
young man with a rather homely face 
and a good figure, that has grown much 
thinner in the year which has elapsed 
since his first trial. Whether he was 
sane on June 25, 1906, or insane, his jury 
will decide.

The portrait 
of him at 16; painted by his former 
teacher of mathematics, as a moody 
youth who made little progress in his 
studies, and who at times became unin- 
teliigible when called upon to explain’ 
an example, fits in far better with my 
conception of him than either of these. 

Trying to Understand. 

Now, as then, he seems trying to un- 
derstand, straining with all the might 
of an intense desire to pieree the intri- 
cacies of the law that threatens him as 
he strove then with his problems in 
mathematics.

Without warning there was a whoop 
and a wild rush from across the tracks 
where Wood River is struggling for su- 
premacy. Fifty men, led by a man 
called Ashlock, a labor agent in East 
St. Louis, and one Gleeson, said to have 
recently moved from Kerry Patch in 
St. Louis to Wood River, made a ratd 
upon the building in which the ballot 
box was being guarded. 

The alarm was shouted that the 
Wood River “Indians” were trying to 
steal] the ballot box, and the men of 
Ben Bow rallied to its defense. 

For several minutes there was the 
roughest kind of a rough house about 
the sacred precincts of the polis, and 
the “Indians” were driven off. 

They left behind them Frank Cates 
writhing on the ground. One of the 
bloodthirsty Indians broke Cates’ 
spectacles and tried to grind the frag- 
ments Into his countenance.

Report of Head of Bureau Tells 
of Mountain Top Ex- 
periments. 





The weather man is up ‘in the air. 


Willis L. Moore, chief of tne Weat. er 
Bureau, devotes \six pages of his 56- 
page amnual report just completed to 
te.ing what he is doing there. 

He is really pulling down fromthe 
regions near the moon some cold facts 
—they really are very chilly—for the 
guidance of those sensitive persons who 
want to know in the morning whether 
they shall take their ‘‘gums” and um- 
brellas with them or leave them 
home. 

Under Prof. Moore’s direction, re- 
search in the upper air has been con- 
ducted during the past year xt Mount 
Weather, Va. Kites and aeroplares have 
been sent four and one-half miles high, 
carrying delicate instruments which 
bring back information of the tempera- 
ture and of the direction and velocity 
of the winds up there. 


at 


Reports Aid Forecasts. 


These reports, says Prof. Moore. are 
of great value in making -orecasts for 
the Middle Atlantic and New England 
states. When a deep stratum of abnor- 
mally warm or abnormally cold air per- 
sistently overlies a region, he says, the 
action of a moving cyclone or anti- 
cyclone On the weather at the bottom 
of the atmosphere will be materially 
different from what would prevail if the 
upper ai* we:e at a normal tempera- 
ture. 

What the difference would beihe does 
not explain, but he says the fbdrecaster 
would know and would vary his fore- 
cast accordingly. He adds th:.t the real 
significance of these discoveries regard- 
ing uppper air conditions is not fully 
understood as yet, but he expects fur- 
ther study of them will be of vast as- 
sistance to the forecasters. 

Prof. Moore, in his discussions draws 
a very close line between art and sci- 
ence in meteorology. H> speaks of the 
art of forecasting and adds that there 
is a science back of it of which the fore- 
casters have at present only limited 
knowledge. , 

He wishes Congress to provide funds 
for further exploration of this science. 
He believes other upper air stations 
should be established. Another year of 
study at Mount Weather, he says, will 
determine whether it is advisable to 
establish’ stations on Pike's ™eak, 
Mount Washington and other elevated 
points. ' 

His bureau, he says, is also studying 
solar radiation and magnetism in their 
effect on the weather. The solar radia- 
tion experts are testing the blue-violet 
portion of the spectrum which is sensi- 
tive to variations in the haze and dust 
in the atmosphere. He thinks a station 
for this study .n the Southwest, where 
the air is clear, wbhuld be of practical 
value in determining the quantity of 
solar radiation received at the surface 
of the earth. 

Study Is Important, 

The study of the earth as a magnet Is 
important in meteorology, he says, be- 
cause it is new known that the atmos- 
phere carries immense numbers of elec- 
trons that produce variations in the 
magnetic field of the earth and as nuclei 
for condensation, enter Into many me- 
teorological processes. 

He urges that more apparatus be sup- 
plied for the study of both magnetism 
and solar radiation. 

The report contains a description of 
the study of absorption being made 
around the Salton. Sea.in California, a 
summary of the b.g storms and earth- 
quakes studied by the forecasters, and 
a review of the routine work of the 
various stations In the preparation of 

asts.

Establishing 
himself in the wagon manufacturing 
business, he settled down-to the task 
of making a fortune. He is. still in 
business, visiting his shop daily, and, 
financially, is well fixed. 
Brother Was Farmer. 
Habenicht, the other twin, 
drifted to High Hill with his brother 
and became a farmer. He remained 
there until after the death of his wife, 
two years ago, and then returned to Bt. 
Louis. He now makes his home with 
his daughter, Mrs. George Freeman, 
2s Rutger street.

GHT CAUSES

New Ministers of Finance and 
Communications to Be 
Named. 





TOKIO, Jan. szs.—Any accurate pre- 
diction concernitiz the probable life of 
the Marquis Sainoji’s cabinet is impos- 
sible. The inability of the Government 
to avert a climax and the resignations 
of the ministers of finance and commu- 
nications has created a situation ap- 
proaching a political panic. Those best 
informed are unable to forecast tomor- 
row’s developments with any degree of 
certainty. 

Nakashoko, Vice-Minister of Com- 
tuunications, resigned‘today. He will be 
Rucceeded by Muzuka of the Railroad 
Rureau ; 

The present cabinet either with double 
potrfolios, or possible additions, will 
face the diet, which, after the general 
elections of spring, opens July 22 

An effort is being made today to fill 
these vacancies, but there is difficulty 
in securing the consent of statesmen 
to accept the responsibility under exist- 
ing circumstances. 

Would Appeal to Country. 

The opposition and even the friends 
of the Government are apparently de- 
termined to force the Government to ap- 
peal to the country. With an unpopu- 
lar budget, the Constitutionalists lack 
nine votes of an actual majority in the 
lower house. 

Reliable authorities think the Con- 
stitutionalists will resume to accept the 
Government's financial policy, when the 
budget is presented. In this event the 
cabinet will resign, the diet will be dis- 
solved and the former budget will be 
continued until another ~ cabinet is 
formed and a new budget passed. 

By such a method the Constitutional- 
ists may be in a position to appeal to 
the country, and say they are not fe- 
sponsible for Premier Sainoji's mistakes. 
They can also point to the fact that 
they repudiated a budget involving in- 
creased taxation, the suspension of pub- 
lic works and the unnecessarily heavy 
expenditures for the army. 

It is believed that with such a posi- 
tion the Constitutionalists will secure 
a majority at the general elections and 
that the Cabinet will be reformed by 
Marquis Katsura, the ex-Premier, or 
possibly by Admiral Baron Gombei Yam- 
mamoto, 


Caused by Financial Problem. 


There is no reason to doftbt that the 
present situatio’ is due entirely to the 
financial problem, The immigration 
question is absolutely unaffected, and 
had nothing to do with hastening the 
ciimax. It fs believed on all sides that 
the immigration questions which exist 
with America and Canada will be set- 
tled amicably. 

An interesting feature of the situation 
is the increasing influence of the com- 
mercial Classes in the politics of Japan. 
Yoshiro Sakatan!, ex-Minister of Fiu- 
ance, is the son-in-law of Baron Shibu- 
sawa, who bitterly opposed the proposi- 
tion to increase the taxation.

Frank Malei, East Side Prison- 
er, Would Rather Break 
Rock Than Steal. 








WAS NEAR STARVATION 





Thought of His Father and 
Mother Kept Him From 
Disgracing Name. 





“I'd sooner break rocks: for my board 
than steal or beg,” said Fred Malei in 
the East St. Louis Jail Wednesday, ‘‘and 
faaven’t had anything to eat since Mon- 
day morning at that. I'm going to the 
AVorkhouse today, I guess, and I'd be 
glad to get work doing something to 
pay for my keep. I’ve a New England 
conscience, and jt won't let me take 
something for _ nothing.” 
Malel, who is 36 years old, walked 
into the City Jail in East St. Louls 
Monday morning, ahd put it up to the 
Chief of Police whether he should go 
to Jalil anf be an honest man, or retain 
his libegty and steal or starve. The 
Chief was impressed with his logic, and 
had him adjudged of vagraricy and sen- 
tenced to serve 40 days in the Work- 
house. By. that time, Malei thought, 
liek would turn for him and he could 
get work er get back home. 
Malei's father is an ‘Englishman and 
his mother is a French woman, and he 
was born in Saco, a seaport town in 
Maine. He haS never been away from 
home before, but when he did leave he 
plunged into the very center of ad- 
venture, and the very thing he had been 
longing for all his life, driving a four- 
horse team for a circus. Cole Brothers’ 
Circus. visited his part of the country 
last summer and he folluwed it to 
Lowell, Mass., and asked for a job with 
the horses. “At first he was refused, 
for he has only one hand, the other 
having been taken off in a_ spinning 
frame when he was a boy. 

Drove Four With One Hand. 
Dhihors they turned me:down at the 
circus,” said Malet,. who" speaks rwith+a 
curious mixed decent ‘of English and 
French, with a bit of the New England 
twang, “they most broke my heart. They 
thought I couldn’t drive. Then I told 
the stable foreman that I had driven 
four horses in the mountaing in winter, 
and he said he would try me. He gave 
me four ring horses to cuff. But I soon 
got tired of the job. It’s no fool’s job 
to keep four white horses on the road 
looking like satin, and send them into 
the ring at least ten times, twice a day, 
with their traps on, and a lot of cranky 
bareback riders to please, and I struck. 
They saw by that time that‘ I was a 
hossman all right and gave me a four- 
hoss team to drive. That’s what I like. 
“How do I do it with only one hand? 
I wrap the pole‘hoss reins around the 
stump and take the lead hoss lines in 
my left hand. I could drive four hosses 
when I was 10 years old. 

“IT stayed with the circus until we 
got to Terre Haute. Then I quit and 
came to St. Louis. Since then I have 
had two jobs in grading camps driving 
a scraper, and worked until the jobs 
shut down. When I had usea up all the 
money I had saved looking for work, I 
had to ask for this or starve. I simply 
couldn't drive myself to steal. We're 
not brought up that way down in Saco. 
Wouldn’t Beg or Steal. 
“I was told by a hobo that I had a 
fine chance to beg with my stump, and 
could get plenty of money, but I couldn't 
do it. My father is a worthy man, and 
my mother ts living. I just couldn’t steal 
or beg, for their sakes. 
“A man never knows just what life is 
until he is all out of money and in a 
strange country. The Workhouse and a 
chance to earn My own grub looks pretty 
good to me.”

CHECK PLAGUE 


URGED TO ( 
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Surgeon-General of 


Marine Hospital Service 
Says All Nations Must Unite to Kill Rodents 
and Preserve Health of Human Race. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—A _ world- 
wide war on rats has become a neces- 
sity if the increase and spread of bu- 
bonic plague is to be checked, according 

rgeon-General Wyman, chief of 
Marine ‘Hospital Service. | 

In his annual report, Gen. Wyman, 
who has had charge of the Govern- 
ment’'s fight against the plague in San 
Francisco, ascribes thé prevalence of 
the disease among rats to fleas. 

Scientists accepted this fact several! 
years ago... Last summer in’ England 
Dr. J. Ashburton Tuompson, head of the 
Public Health Department of New 
South Wales, after wide experience 
with the plague in Australia, expressed 
the positive conclusions not only that 
there would be no plague in man with- 
out plague in rats, but that the plague 
in rats would be harmless except for 
the assistance of the fleas. 


Fleas Carry the Plague. 


There was no communication on the 
infection from rats direct, he said, but 
a flea that has bitten a plague rat, if 
it bites another animal can give that 
animal plague. 

The indirect way of suppressing the 
plague is to exterminate the rats. Dur- 
ing the last four months of 1907 over 
130,000 rats were destroyed in San Fran- 
cisco. Of 11,391 examined by the 
Health Department only 136 were ‘infect- 
ed with the plague. At the same time, 
up to November, there had been 9 cases 
and 60 deaths ‘from the plague in that 
city since the outbreak of the disease 
in in May. 


To prevent the plague from spreading 
in the Philippines the health board 
seven years ago began offering a bounty 
for every rat killed. In India a similar 
campaign is carried on against the 
animal pests. In the six years 
following 1900, when the plague threat- 
ened Japan, nearly 56,000,000 rats were 
killed in Tokio alone, and Japanese sci- 
entists urged an intern®tional movement 
to vanquish the disease by exterminating 
its propagator, the rat, 

Our own Department of Agriculture 
last spring joined the campaign against 
the noxious rodent, with the statement 
that the common rat probably costs the 
American farmer $100,000,000 a year. 

Rats Terribly Deatructive. 

The average cost of feeding a rat on 
grain is about 50 cents a year. The 
amount that rats destroy in eggs, poul- 
try, game and other birds ‘cannot even 
be estimated. In Denmark the loss by 
rats Is put at $3,000,000 and in France at 
$40,000,000 annually. 

jreeding three to aix times a year 
and producing. litters of from six to 
12, the prolificness of the rat is the 
chief object to its extermination. 

As the Department of Agriculture stat- 
ed, if three litters of ten each were pro- 
duced every year, a single pair, without 
losses from death, would be represented 
by ten generations and would number 
20,155,392 individuais, and the eleventh 
generation, at the beginning of the 
fourth year, would number more than 
100, 000, 000.

HOW TO GET PURE MILK. 
The City Chemist is not to be criticised for 
any lawful action that he may take in the interest 
of pure milk for Sv. Louis, but it is shameful 
that in order to deal effectively with milk adu)- 
terators and milk poisoners in Illinois he has been 
compelled to ask the assistance of the Federal 
Government. — 
If the city of St. Louis were properly governed 
State lines would not ctand in the way of the 
protection of its milk supply. The Health De- 
partments of Mew York and Chicago operate 
effectively hundreds of miles away from the lim- 
its of those cities. 
Wherever a dairy undértakes to ship milk to 
New York or Chicago ~ city inspector may be 
found on duty. It makes no difference what the 
State may be. If the sanitary conditions are 
bad, if the cattle are diseased, if adulteration is 
practiced or if any of \the practices surrounding 
the préparation and shipment of milk are ob- 
jectionable, it is refused entrance to the city. 
Under the commerce laws there is nothing to 
prevent a citizen of one State sending a com- 
modity into another State, and the laws of a 
municipality aré not directly, effective beyond its 
limits, but if milk from Wisconsin or from Con- 
necticut, condemned at its source by an agent of 
Chicago or an agent of New York, reaches those 
cities, they have a right to empty it into the 
sewer, and they do. That does the business. 
There will be no great improvement in the 
St. Louis milk. suppiy until we adopt this plan. 
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“ONE NARROW EXIT.” 

The phrase, “One narrow. exit,” which recurs 
several times in the report of the theater horror 
at Boyertown, Pa., tells the whole story. Four 
hundred men, women and children had to pass 
tbrough “one narrow exit” in a few minutes to 
escape death by fire.
